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five years that the program has been in operation. Now,
therefores, be it resolved by the members of the Ninety-first
Legislature of Nebraska, First Session, that the Nebraska
Legislature sends its congratulations to the band members and to
the directo., Ms. Georgene Diers, that the Nebraska Legis’ature
recognizes the hard work and dedication that went into achieving
this award, that the Nebraska Legislature expresses its pride in
the young women and men who are members of the band and wishes
them continued success, that a copy of this resolution be mailed
to the Scottsbluff Junior High School Band. I move that this be
accepted.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you, Senator Weihing. Any discussion on
the resolution presented by Senator Weihing? If not, the Chair
presumes that you are ready to vote on the adoption of the
resolution. Any closing comments, Senator Weihing.

SENATOR WEIHING: No. Just go ahead and vote yes is all.

SPEAKER BARRETT: Thank you, sir. The question before the body
is the adoption of LR 20. Those in faver of that motion vote

aye, opposed nay. Have you all voted? Please record,
Mr. Clerk.

CLERK: 33 ayes, 0 nays, Mr. President, on the adoption of the
resolution.

SPEAKER BARRETT: The Chair recognizes the Chairman of the
Government Committee, Senator Baack.

SENATOR BAACK: Yes, Mr. Speaker and members, this is a
continuation of the bills yesterday that were brought to us by
the Department of Administrative Services. This 1is a very
simple bill. What it does is it changes the date, the inventory
